Clear Water—Give THanUa. 


To-day Engineer Loring began the work 


ot constructing a lateral filter at the water 
works, that the city may be able to furnish 
consumers clearer and purer water. The 
plan adopted has been talked of by En- 
gineer Barnett for a number of years. It 
is to construct a trench 10 feet wide and 
18 feet deep, extending from the T at the 
east end of the big fitter to the bed of the 
river, having a flood gate at the rirer's 
edge. Between the river and the T will 
be built sectional rooms, the first to be 
filled with boulders, the second vacant, 
the third filled with pebbles, the fourth 
vacant, the fifth with sand, the sixth va- 
cant, and the seventh at the entrance to 
the filter filled with a pair of large wire 
mattresses filled with charcoal through 
which the water will finally flow ready 
for use. It will be demonstrated first 
that this plan is satisfactory, when an- 
other lateral filter will be built. The cost 
ot the one now in course of construction 
will be about 8500. If it works well, as 
it doubtless will, the money will be well 
spent.

The New Wrtnfcie. 


To-day the special mail delivery system 


went into effect at the Deoatur post office. 
The special messenger, Albert Jonee, ia 
on 'duty. Hia compensation is 8 cents 
for each letter delivered, until 130 a 
month is realized, when the residue goes 
to the government. The stamps will be 
on sale at all post offices, but the special 
delivery ta only made in large towns and 
cities, a list of which may be seen at the 
postoffioe. The special delivery ten-cent 
stamp can be used on ordinary register 
and drop letters. The lawful postage 
musl in all cases be attached to the dif- 
ferent letters. Drop letters will be deliv- 
ered by messenger it the person placing 
such letter in the postcffiee attaches B 
one-cent stamp on the letter and in addi- 
tion the special delivery ten-cent stamp. 
Ordinary letters with special stamp at- 
tached will be delivered by messenger at 
all offices where they have special deliv- 
ery within one mile from the postoffice.

We have just returned from 
San Francisco, where we visited some of tne 
priacipal places of Interest-suuh as Cliff 
House, where you got a niagnlnccnt view 01 
the ocean; and Seal Kock, whero you can see 
100 sea-lions at one eight, and the road Is un- 
surpassed as a drive: returning on this road 
there bursts Into view one of the most mag- 
nificent sights on the coast. The city, tbe bay, 
Oakland and a vast extent of mountain valley 
loveliness of nature and art are spread out 
below. We next visit the Golden Gate Park, 
which is beyond description; next Woodward's 
Garden, where we find birds of every country 
and description, besides tbe museum, artga'- 
lery, tropical fruits, flowers, and many other 
objects of attraction. Next the Mechanics' 
fair, which surpasses anything we have ever 
seen, and tbe Battle of Waterloo, the grandest 
sight not real an earth; next the million dol- 
lar houses of Bov. Stanford, Charles Crocker, 
Mrs. Hopkins and others. The U. 3. mint is a 
beautiful structure. The city hall of elegant 
design when completed will cost millions of 
dollars. Tbe Xevada block, the safe deposit 
building, the California banki Mercantile Li- 
brary and Merchants' Exchange are costly 
erections. Phelan's block on Market street Is 
the most elegant In the city. Tbe Palace and 
Baldwin's Hotel are the flnest in the city; each 
outside room ba^ ing a bay window.

The en- 
tire walls are looking-glasses, and of a night 
It Is a grand sight. Our next visit was to the 
bay. where we found ships trom every natron 
and all nationalities of people, which was very 
interesting to one unacquainted with auch 
things, wo crossed over to Oakland on the 
monster ferry boat-]o,000 pass daily. Here 
wo found our friend, Dr. Waltz, formerly of 
Deoatur; bis health is better, and he is doing 
well. Oakland has 60.000 Inhabitants, being 
the home I of many of tho wealthy of San 
Franclco; It has beautiful residences. Here 
tropical plants and Mowers grow luxuriantly 
all through winter. Had I space and time, C 
have not the descriptive power to give but 
little idea of the beauties of this country.

THE astonishing statement is made 


by the insurance companies that in 
some of the states three-fourths, in 
some of the states one-half, and in 
many of the states over a third of 
the fires that occur are caused by in- 
cendiarism. This statement of facts 
is based on reliable statistics. In 
addition to fires kindled by design, 
those occurring through absolute 
carelessness constitute an appalling 
total. It may be taken as true that, 
of all the property destroyed by fire, 
from 60 to 70 per cent of the entire 
loss occurs through ceg'igence or 
criminal intent. 


THE proposition adopted by the 


revenue commission, to substitute 
county assessors for township as- 
sessors, looks like a step backward, 
and we doubt whether any legisla- 
ture will adopt it. The old-fash- 
ioned idea which prevailed in Illi- 
nois in its early history, that the 
county is the unit of local govern- 
ment, was borrowed from the South, 
and long since gave way in our most 
enlightened communities to that 
other and better idea, that the best 
government is that which has its 
home nearest the people, and that 
consequently the township—being 
the smallest political subdivision— 
should be the unit. To go back to 
the old idea now would be like sub 
stituting the horse and saddlebags 
for the railway mail car. 


FOUR colored persons, one of them 


a woman, were hanged by a mob in 


North Carolina town, Monday 


night, on a charge of murder, and 
now comes the telegraphic statement 
that, "in the opinion of a number of 
men who have followed the investi- 
gation step by step, and are well ac- 
quainted with the evidence, four in- 
nocent negroes were hanged. It is 
asserted that there was not sufficient 
evidence for the Grand jury to have 
found a bill against any of the 
lynched persons.''

opinion of the average Southerner, 
:o justify the lynching of a suspect- 
ed darkey.

TEXAS sheep raisers are of a logical 


turn of mind. The Texas Legisla- 
ture failed to pass a dog law, and a 
number of prominent sheep men 
bave abandoned the business, assert- 
ing that 300,000 sheep cannot be 
maintained against 500,000 dogs. 
The proposition is sound ; still, one 
wonders, when the Texas proficiency 
with the rifle is borne in mind, that 
the eheep-raisers in any portion of 
the State should succumb to the 
dogs. A dog makes almost as pret- 
ty a target as a man.*

Ih* Great plan's Peaceful Burial Place la 
ti^,, ' 
BuddnehamslUre. 


In the middle of what are sometimes 


called the Buckinghamshire Uplands is 
the burial ground of the Society of 
Friends at Jordans, as it is called—a 
place about three miles to tha east ol 
Beaconsfield. As the last resting place 
of William Penn and IsaacPennington, 
it forms a kind of Mecca for the 
Quakers of the present time and s 
place full of interest to any one who 
cares at all for the history or religious 
movement of this country. 


Penn in his last days lived at Rus- 


comb, on the eastern side of Berkshire, 
beyond Twyford and Waltham St. 
Lawrence, and was no doubt buried 
here from a wish expressed by him to 
be placed near his first wife, and in a 
spot which, from the time when h« 
came to the Chalfonts and saw Guliel- 
ma Springett and Ellwood and Isaac 
Pennmgton, must have been full ol 
pleasant memories of his earlier years. 


The place itself seems significant of 


the hostility which the first Quakers 
experienced. 
It is two miles from 


either of the Chalfonts, and when it 
was frequented by Pena 
and 
the 


Quakers from these villages it must 
have been a wild and out of the way 
spot. Even now it seems most still 
and secluded. In the hollow of one of 
the little valleys—or "bottoms," as 
they are locally called—which are so 
numerous ia 'the country from the 
Thames "to the Colne, iour roads con- 
ver<*e; from the two Clialfonts (St. 
Peters and St. Giles), from Beacons- 
field, and from Penn. the original 
starting-place of the Penn family, a 
village not far from the Wycombe 
Valley. 
In the corner between the lanes from 


the Chalfonts a passer by to-day will 
see an oblong piece of ground looking, 
as ho casually glances at it. like a little 
orchard in which the fruit trees have 
died from age or from the effects 
of the lines of over-shadowing elms 
which border the 
enclosure. 
He 


will 
hardly 
take 
note 
of 
the 


bare and white little building by the 
side, ami the small cottage attached to 
it, and the eye will not readily catch 
the few low, plaiu gravestones which 
appear among the grass. Still, it is 
here that William Pcnu was biiricd—a 
very tilting spot fur one of the first and 
most remarkable of the society who 
made peace their watchword. 
For 


nothing could be more peaceful than 
the place. A farmer's car: passes by 
or a gentleman's carriage is now and 
again scon in the course of the clay; but 
the cooing of the wood-pigeons in the 
thick woods which stretch toward Wil- 
ton Park, or the shouts of a farm-lad 
from the vard at Stone Dean are the 
onlv sounds which are often heard. 


There is over the grave of William 


Penn. a small, upright stone with the 
name and date of his death. His first 
and second wives, Gulielma and Han- 
nah, lie by his side; and not far off is 
the grave of Isaac Pennington, whose 
fame has been overshadowed by the 
international celebrity of his son-in- 
law, but who stands out as remarkably 
is any of the adherents of George Fox. 
[t seems bomewhat doubtful if thete 
arc the original gravestones; the figures 
appear to be of too modern a character 
and the incisions too clear to have 
withstood the effects of more than a 
century and a half of rain and decay. 
That, however, is a small matter; no 
oue will go to Jordan's to look for ar- 
tistic monuments, as they may do to 
Chenies. If they go, it will be to see 
the burial place of a man as remark- 
able 
as 
any in 
the 
history of 


England and of America, and for the 
purpose of recalling more vividly than 
is otherwise possible the first days of 
the Quaker movement in a time when 
it attracted the notice of the whole 
English people. While on most days, 
nothing can exceed the rural peace of 
the place whatever be the time of year 
— in spring, when the hedgerows about 
are full of primroses and the woods 
and coppices which abound in all these 
Bucks bottoms are blue willi wild hya- 
cinths; or in the autumn (the season of 
all others to wander about this conn- 
try), when the beech wooJs glow with 
color and the cherry orchards seem to 
be masses of crinibon trees—ou the 
first Thursday in June a gathering ot 
Friends from all parts is held, and due 
honor is clone to the great Quaker. 


At times some American travelers. 


with the energy of their Nation, will 
lind their wav from Uxbridge up the 
pretty Misboufne Valley to this place, 
and spend a few moments by the grave 
of Penn, Once, with an amusing ab- 
sence of any feeling for the genus loci, 
it was proposed to carry oft the bones 
of Ponn to America; just as if they were 
something which would be pleasing or 
beautiful to see, and as though the in- 
terest of Jordans lay it the dry bones 
themselves which repose under the 
crass 
But in ttiis little valley they 


are, 
and are likely to remain; and 


those who can line! pleasure in things 
which may be seen without rushing 
from capital to capital will not do 
amiss to wander, before winter comes, 
among the clematis-covered hedge- 
rows and the shady beechwoods of 
Bucks to the Friends' burying-grouncl 
by Stone Dean.— St. James Uazctte. 


A Genuine Character.

•Wkat I» Learned by trie Reoent Eic»vatlo» 


at Naukratts. 


The historical interest of Naukratis is 


very great, but its archaeological inter- 
est, especially in all that relates to the 
ceramic arts, is greater still. 
Favored 


by its charter and constitution above 
other commercial cities of the delta, 
Naukratis was not only the meeting 
place and mart of all the seafaring 
traders of the Mediterranean basin,but 
it was also the headquarters of a local 
trade of the highest importance. 
Nau- 


kratis was a city of potters, and her 
wares, according to the testimony of 
Athenians and others, enjoyed a great 
reputation. This being so, we are not 
surprised to learn that the mound of 
Nebireh is onevastMonte Testaccio—a 
hill of potsherds, deposits in strata as 
well defined and as strictly capable of 
chronological classification as 
the 


strata in a ecological diagram, Mr. 
Petrie has trenched through and cleared 
away these strata, going sometimes 
to a depth of six feet below the hard 
mud at the bottom. Each layer h:is 
thus in turn rendered up its story, and 
the story of each layer proves .to be a 
chapter in the history of Greek art. 
Now, for the first time, every link m 
the chain which connects the pottery 
of Egypt is brought to light. 
That 


connection is not one of partnership, 
but of descent. We have long known 
that 
early Greek, when gradually 


emero-ing from prehistoric barbarism, 
must have gone to school to the delta 
and valley of the Nile. The excava- 
tion of Naukratis not only confirms 
this view, but shows us the actual pro- 
cess of teaching on the part of the 
elder nation and of learning ou the 
part of the younger. To be convinced 
of this initial fact in 
the chron- 


icle of Hellenic art it is only necessary 
to visit the small collection of repre- 
sentative objects lately forwarded from 
Nebireh by Mr. Petrie, and still on ex- 
hibit on io the first bronze room at the 
British museum. We here see grouped 
together, much as they might erewhile 
have been seen grouped together for 
sale or barter in the maritepplace; of 
Naukratis, such waresA«p?louiKl pur- 
chasers among the ^people of 'both 
nationalities thereabouts—scarabs, am- 
ulets and fantastic, gods in colored 
and glazed pottery for Egyptians from 
the neighboring villages; figured and 
painted cups, bowls and vases, terra- 
cotta statuettes and the like, for Greek 


Mk of the city, and for exportation to 
ho trading ports of Asia Minor and 
the islands of the 
JEgRO.0. 
These 


alabaster deities of the Old Nile, this 
quaint dwarf, god in green faience, 
whoso native name was Bes, these pec- 
toral ornaments and sacred emblems 
of the eyes of Horus, might have been 
sold by dealers from Tema-en-Hor, the 
"City of Horus" (modern Damanhur), 
and paid for with yonder archaic silver 
tetradrachms.then'fresh from the Athen- 
ian Mint. Among those figured wares 
designed by local Milesian potter, we 
find the earliest example yet discovered 
of the pattern commonly known as 
"Greek honeysuckle." 
But, curious 


to relate, this ornament, as shown in 
its most archaic stage, turns out to be 
no honeysuckle at all, but a new and 
fanciful rendering of the time-honored 
Egyptian lotus-pattern, remodeled and 
transformed by the light hand and in- 
ventive genius of the alien artist.—
